Minneapolis. F**b. 24.—A nation-wide 


combine of farm ers to control produc­ 


tion and stabilize agricultural prices 


was launched here today with A. C. 
Townley, founder of the Nonpartisan 
league, as its head. 


Seventy-five farm ers from ten north­ 
western states are the originators of 
the new national producers alliance, 
declared to he a non-political organi­ 
zation. 


What It Proposes To Do 


The new organization proposes to: 
Organize the farm ers into precinct 
units on an intensive organization plan 
much like that of 
the 
Nonpartisan 
league. 


C alls farm ers to keep accurate ac 
counts as to crop acreage and costs 
of individual farm ers and make re­ 
ports to general headquarters on the 
acreage and coat of production of each 
crop in each crop area. 


Establish a central bureau to cons­ 
pue statistics thus 
gathered, 
study 
m arket and price conditions and issue 
periodical information and advice to 
members as to w hat acreage to plant 
aud favorable time for m arketing. 


“In brief," Bald Mr. Townley, "the 
plan la to get the cost of production 
and a fair profit for farm ers through 
voluntary cooperation and understand­ 
ing by each member, of local and gen­ 
eral acreage, price and m arketing con­ 
ditions. 


"The organization will be started In 
several states at once. 
It is non-po­ 
litical and nonpartisan and will take 
no hand in politics." 


N. K. Wicks. Brantford, lf. D., Dan 
Eliason, Crooks, S. D., and Louis L ar­ 
son, of Harris, Minn., are three of the 
12 named on the national committee 
at the meeting here last night. 


Articles of the association of the 
alliance were draw n and signed by 
those present. An initial fee of $4 and 
quarterly due of $1 per member will 
be provided for. 
Half of the dues go 
to the local precinct unit and half 
ta the national office. 


Townley's new organization is taken 
here as a realization of his plan for 
the nonpartisan league in the last few 
years. 
It is known he had wanted to 
take the nonpartisan league out of 
politics but has been defeated in his 
efforts by opponents within the league. 


Announcement of the organization of 
the national producers alliance pre­ 
cedes by three days the gathering of 
farmers, bankers and business men of 
IO northw est states here in the call 
of 
the 
Minnesota 
farm ers-bankers 
council. 


This congress was called for the 
purpose of taking steps to stabilise 
farm prices in the northwest.

Harding today asked the senate to 
make the United States a full fledged 
member of the perm anent co u rt of 
international Justice at

In a message to the senate, the ex­ 
ecutive asked that a vote be given to 
American adhesion to the protocol of 
the International tribunal. 
Four reservations were suggested by 
Secretary of State Hughes In a letter 
accompanying the president’s message. 
They were: 
1. 
T hat it is understood that by 
the senate giving assent to the court 
protocol does not involve any league 
relation on the part of 
the 
United 
States to the League of Nations or the 
resumption of any obligation under the 
league covenant. 
2. 
That the United States be given 
the right to vote at the election of 
Judges 
a right now given 
only 
to 
thone nations which are members of 
the league. 
3. 
T hat the United States will pay 
its fair share of the expenses of the 
court. 
4. 
T hat the statute of the court ad­ 
joined to the protocol not be amended 
without the consent of the league. 
The president indicated that these 
reservations would be accepted by the 
court and the League of Nation*.

What It Propones To Do 


The new organization proposes to: 
Organize the farm ers into precinct 
units on an intensive organization plan 
much like that of 
the 
Nonpartisan 
league. 
Calls farm ers to keep accurate ac 
counts as to crop acreage and costs 
of individual farm ers and make re 
ports to general headquarters on the 
acreage and cost of production of each 
crop in each crop area. 


Establish a central bureau to co 
pile statistics thus 
gathered, 
study 
m arket and price conditions and issue 
periodical information and advice to 
m embers as to what acreage to plant 
and favorable time for marketing. 


“In brief,” said Mr. Townley, “the 
plan is to get the cost of production 
and a fair profit for farm ers through 
voluntary cooperation and understand­ 
ing by each member, of local and gen­ 
eral acreage, price and marketing con­ 
ditions. 


“The organization will be started in 
several states at once. 
It is non-po­ 
litical and nonpartisan and will take 
no hand in politics.” 


N. K. Wicks. Brantford, N. D., Dan 
Eliason, Crooks, S. D., and Louis L ar­ 
son, of H arris, Minn., are three of the 
12 named on the national committee 
at the meeting here last night. 


A rticles of the association of the 
alliance were drawn and signed by 
those present. An initial fee of $4 and 
quarterly due of $1 per member will 
be provided for. 
Half of the dues go 
to the local precinct unit and half 
to the national office. 


Townley’s new organization is taken 
here as a realization of his plan for 
the nonpartisan league in the last few 
years. 
It is known he had wanted to 
take the nonpartisan league out of 
politics but has been defeated in his 
efforts by opponents within the league.

Adop­ 
tion of the plan will result in drastic 
reduction of enrollment—probably by 
one-third. The frivolous and unfit w ill 
be barred by the rigid entrance re­ 
quirements. 
Only students of excep­ 
tional ability and serious purpose w ill 
be admitted. 
Athletics and social life, hitherto the 
big features, will be allowed to dwin­ 
dle into insignificance. Graduate stu­ 
dy and research will be made the prin­ 
cipal purpose of the university.

INDICATIONS point to H tremendous development in transpor­ 
tation facilities during the next ten years. The in c r e a s e in the na­ 
tion's tonnage makes it imperative that those who are responsible 
for the movement of the produce of the country Itestir themselves 
if transportation is to keep pace with production. 
Already transportation problems are receiving the serious 
attention of leaders in various fields, who see that the fa< ilities 
must be increased? It would seem that anything of the character 
of discrimination in favor of the railroads should bf' removed. 
It 
is claimed that the rate fin the railroad haul of coal, that is shipped 
over the lakes, is $1.74 a ton as against a rate of $1.17 per ton 
on coal which 4s hauled hy the railroads, and is not handled by 
lake carriers at all. 
This looks like a penalty imposed on .ship­ 
pers who Ute the Great Lakes for the transportation of coal. Such 
discrimination is an injustice to the shipper and to the consumer 
who eventually pays this tax on luke shipments. 
Anything that is done to develop water transportation will 
be a help to the country at large. When the produce to be shipped 
is greater than the amount of tonnage that the railroads can han­ 
dle, something must be done to take care of the over-plus. 
Farm­ 
ers should not he penalized because the railroads are unable to 
move their crops through lack of transportalioff! facilities. 
The development o f th** Great Lakes-St. Lawrence waterway 
project will help to secure the country against the day which is 
quickly approaching when railroad transportation will not be equal 
to the demand. 
The railroads are making a bold attempt to serve their pa­ 
trons, but there is room for still further improvement in trans­ 
portation facilities. The railroads must compete with motor trans­ 
portation, and in this competition, they cannot hope for long to 
enjoy rate'.fiiacriminations that are in their favor. 
This is true 
not only of freight movement hut also of passenger travel. 
In 
1he past twenty years the railroads have consistently followed the 
plan of increasing the weight of their rolling stock and this m iti­ 
gates against their meeting the competition of the bus companies 
in carrying passengers. 
When single ears, or trains of cars, art* 
Utilized, which are of vastly decreased weight and propelled by 
other means than heavy locomotives, the traveling public will use 
the railroads rather than the busses.

T he eighteenth birthday of Rotary finds this organization, 
which is dedicated to fellowship and service, winning its way into 
the hearts of men iii twenty-one countries. 
Men who enter it are 
strangely influenced by the appeal it make s. 
It preaches the 
same gospel that the church preaches, is based on the Golden Rule, 
has for its motto, “ lie profits most who serves best," anil it holds 
the interest of men who do not attend church. 
However, it is not at all likely that its membership is critical 
of tin* message and program of the churches. 
A study of the 
principles that underlie Rotary shows that it is a derivative of the 
church. 
Perhaps it is because of the demands that it makes upon 
them that its mend ie rs are ready to attend its meetings and dis­ 
charge the duties assigned to them. 
Perhaps the church insists 
too little, and loses its power to hold men for service because it 
does not demand enough. 
Rotarians would be among the first to stress the importance 
of the place of the churc h in the community, and many of its mem­ 
bers feel that it is a contributor) organization, which brings men 
together irrespective of denominations leanings in one organization, 
which it pledged to the same principles upon which tIn* church is 
founded. Of course, tin* Rotarian movement constitutes a denom­ 
ination in itself because there are other clubs which have a similar 
aim. 
The re are reasons to believe that out of such movements there 
will come in time a demand for church union that wUl not be 
downed, lf men of different churches eau come together in Rotary 
clubs and stand together for the application of Ute “Golden Rule" 
to life, these men are attempting to work out what the Founder 
of the church declared to be tile basic principle of life— the prin­ 
ciple of putting service before self, doing unto the other man as 
one would that the other man should do unto him, and applying 
the fraternal spirit of brotherliness to the relations of life. 
If 
men can work together in tin* Rotary club they can work together 
in one church, perhaps. 
Perhaps, because the Rotary club is one 
oi a number of clubs which are distinctive and possibly divisive. 
The world is better for having this organization that binds 
men together for service. 
Men who are ready to put into oiled 
thet “Golden Rule" are needed iii this world. 
Neither in the 
churches nor the Rotary clubs of the world are the members a b le 
to measure up to their profession, but both the church and Rotary 
is shaping sentiment towards an end that will be realized only as 
men live together, serve together, struggle together and attempt 
to put their best into life’s relations.
